Be it enacted by the Legislatureof the Stateof Minnesota ;

Secriox 1. That the board of county commission- cony commis.
ers of the connty of Brown, is hereby authorized and Jiope suthorized
empowecred to issue county bonds, to an mnount not whe: purpase
cxceeding two thousand and five hundred dollars, for
the purpose of funding the flonting indebtedness of said
county, said bonds shall bear interest at a rate not ex-
ceeding seven per cent. per annum, and run for a time
nok to exceed ten years.

Sec. 2. The said commissioners are hereby author-
ized and empowered to pledge the faith of said county, sy whom sonas
by said bonds, for the puyment thercof; said bonds JFe—ttof
shall be signed by the chairmun of said board of com-
missioners, and countersigned by the auditor of said
county, and shall be sealed with the seal of said coun-
ty, and the anditor of said county shall, when author-
ized by said board of commissioners, draw warrants on
the county treasury for the amount of interest due on
said bonds, frown the intercst fund in the treasury.

Sec. 3. This nct shall tuke effect and be in force
from and after its passage.
